DUEL BY MOONLIGHT. 


A Chicago Man Draws the Blood of 


IN A QUARREL ABOUT A WJHG LADY, 


And Then Assures Him That He was 


Entirely Mistaken In the Idea 


That He was Trying to 


Make • Mash. 


CHICAGO, Sept 22.—The Evening Post 
iys: A Anol was fought at Chelten- 


ham Beach, fifteen miles south of Chi- 
cago, Wednesday night, the combat- 
ants being William Picklen, of M Oak- 
wood boulevard, and a Philadelphia 
man. The latter received an ugly 
wound in the left shoulder, while 
Fieklen escaped unhurt. The trouble 
was caused by a woman. Her name Is 
withhold by Flcklen, who admits fight- 
ing the duel. Fieklen also refuses to 
tell the name of the man with whom 
he fought, but says he was a cousin of 
the lady. The cousin, in view of the' 
outcome of the affair, is equally anx- 
ious to remain unknown. Out of re- 
gard for the lady concerned, Mr. Fiek- 
len refused to say what circumstances 
led up to the quarrel, but the facts are 
said to be as follows: 


A friend of Ficklen'B from Philadel- 


phia, who, he declares, is not Frank 
Keefe, came to Chicago a mouth ago to 
Bee the World's fair. He was accompa- 
nied by a party of relatives, among 
whom was the pretty girl cousin about 
whom the trouble arose. She was en- 
gaged to be married to a man in Phila- 
delphia, it 
is said, but 
the ac- 


cepted »lover unfortunately stayed 
behind.

•attentive. He remonstrated with the 
Chicago man, but it appears was not 
satisfied with tho letter's conduct, 
even after his reproaches hod been 
made. The Philadelphia man finally 
brought things to a climax by chal- 
lenging Fieklen to fight a duel. Fiek- 
len accepted the challenge, and, being 
the challenged party, chose swords. 
Accompanied by their seconds, and go- 
ing to a secluded spot at Cheltenham 
Beach after 11 o'clock Wednesday 
night, they prepared to settle the mat- 
ter by the light of tho moon. The 
cousin of the girl was excited, but de- 
termined. Fieklen, who Hcareely be- 
lieved that it was really the intention 
of his friend to push the matter so far, 
was watchful. 


Fickleu was the more adept of the 


two with the saber, and contented 
himself with parrying his foe's thrusts 
and blows until assured by the latter's 
determined onslaughts that he meant 
to draw blood before he was satisfied. 
Then Fieklen resolved to wound his 
opponent sufficiently to bring the af- 
fair to a close. Watching his oppor- 
tunity, he slipped his saber across the 
weapon of his foe, and plunged tho 
point into his shoulder. That ended 
the affair. 
The Philadelphia man 


lowered his saber and drew back, the 
blood flowing from the wound in his 
shoulder. His second came up and 
asked if both parties were satisfied. 
They were. 


Fieklen, before leaving for the city, 


assured his adversary that he was en- 
tirely mistaken in the idea that ho 
(Fieklen) was trying to steal away the 
heart of another man's bride. The 
wounded man was taken to his room 
In Chicago, where his shoulder was 
dressed, and then he and his friends, 
including the fab* cousin, started for 
Philadelphia. 


"I am very sorry that this affair got 


out," said Mr. Fieklen yesterday. *'I 
intend to go cast in a few days, and 
then I will see that this quarrel is ad- 
justed. The man had no cause to find 
fault with me, and there was no reason 
why he shduld think as he did."

But 
tho rulo.s of the senate, as they were to-day, 
mado It almost or entirely Impossible to trans- 
act buslnesa. The eonato wan fast losing the 
respect of tho people.

legislation. It was being compared, In the 
minds of the people to the English house ot 
lords. And the reason of It was that under the 
rules, U was impossible or nearly Impossible 
to obtain attention whon there was uoyoon- 
diUoruble opposition to a measure. Ho know 
that It mUcbt be tml<1, that In tho present con- 
dition of affairs In tho socate the resolution 
could not, \>e adopted. But he believed that 11 
could be adopted Just as easily as tho repeal 
till could be passed and just*as quickly. He 
had not consulted with senators on his side of 
tho chamber to aiiy grout extent, nnd yet ho 
thought ho might aafely say that there was a 
largo majority on his side of the chamber who 
would

bill could be ruuoheti, a vote on tho oloture 
could be forced.

""clock yesterday morning. 
While J. Allen Watts, Judge Woods 
nd others were addressing the crowd, 
crgt. Griffin, with two officers, took 
ie negro from the jail and spirited 
im out of town. They carried him 
.cross the river into the woods; but 
oward daylight they were notified that 
quads of men wore scouring- the rulja- 
cnt country. They thought it best to 
ring the prisoner back to town and 
odge him in Jail. 


As they were proceeding to the jail 
nd on Franklin road, near Tenth 
venue, a squad of men, about twenty 
n number, rushed upon them and 
ook tho prisoner. With shouts and 
ells the determined men rushed the 
egro to the nearest tree. He was 
anged to a hickory limb and his body 
iddled with 
bullets and horribly 


mangled. 


It was all over by 5 o'clock, and the 
ody of men who hail done the work 
[.ad dispersed. 


With the break of day, crowds of 
eople began to throng the streets 
eading to the scene of tlie latest trag- 
nly in this terrible drama.' The sight 
•as horrible to behold. Dangling1 at 
ae end of a hempen rope was the dead 
ody of the negro with h Is face bloody, 
istorteil and swollen. A load of shot 
ad been fired into his back, literally 
caring his coat to pieces. 
Coroner Uray and a jury repaired 
nrly to the scene of the lynching and 
fter viewing the body of the dead 
man rendered a verdict that the negro 
ame to his death at the hands of per- 
ons unknown to them. 


After the inquest the officers were 
rderctl to tako charge of the body, 
ut the surging mass of avonging men 
'hich had by this time assembled, 
'ould not let them touch him. 
A coal cart passing near was pressed

At this moment Rev. W. C. Campbell

Tho body during this time 
ad not been removed from the cart, 
o at tho suggestion of some one in the 
rowd they took it over to the edge of 
ie river to burn it. 
Fences were torn down, store boxes 
rcre taken and some one with an ax 
ut'down several cudar trees near by. 
'he dry wood was laid in a great pile, 
ut arranged so that it would burn 
reoly. On this pile the negro's body 
•as laid. Upon top of all the cedar 
oughs were thrown, and just before 
ouching the match, two gallons of 
oal oil were poured on the dry wood, 
'he match waa touched to It, and tho 
amesfron»the burning oil -shot rapidly 
p. It was an awful sight. 
It was not long before the crowd dis- 
crscd, but all the morning1 men, and 
ometimes an occasional woman, wore 
ccn going toward the place of burning 
n squads of from three to ilvo. Every- 
ne seemed to wish to contribute some- 
\\inff to the blaze by throwing a twig 
r chip 011 it. 
All that was remaining of Smith at 
oon waft a few ashes and hero and 
here a bone. Itut the firo was burn- 


fiercely, and those standing around 


vatchwl it burn until there was not a 
estigu left.

CULTIVATED COMMA BACILLI 


Produces No Bad Sff eotg Beyond H0ad< 


aohe and NauBea. 


VKJNMA, Sept. 82.— Prof. Strieker, 


who, 
with Drs. Hasterllk and Stock- 


mayer, have been experimenting with 
cultured comma bacilli, has written an 
article, which is published in the Neue 
Freie Presse, giving the results of his 
experiments. He says that tho baeillf 
cultivated in laboratories lose thoir 
dangerous nature, and when they enter 
the human body produce diseases thai 
are not cholera. Prof, Steinecker's de- 
ductions are based upon actual experi- 
ments with human beings. He is at- 
tached to tho Institute of Experi- 
mental Pathology here, and during the 
course of his experiments with the

tivated comma bacilli Dr. Huatorllk 
Dr. Stockmayer, four students of the 
institute and a number of other per- 
sons offered to swallow the oulturt 
made by Prof. Strieker.

Held To-Night at the 


Oounoil Boom. 


Bloomington's Bid la In—Decatnr 


Will Now Make Her Fledge. 


A. man meeting of citizens of Deoatar 


will ba held thia evening at 7:30 o'alook 
attbaoity osonoil rooms to determine 
whether or not our people will comply 
with the requirements of the State Board 
of Agriculture for the permanent location 
of the atnte fair. Everybody ia urged to 
be present and take part in the diaooe- 
aion on the various points that will come 
up for consideration. The etate botrd 
will have a meeting in January. It wi<l 
then looat* the fair at some central point, 
and there ia no better location, everything 
considered, than right here in Decstnr. 
We have the ground and can meet the 
requirements aa well aa any rival city. 
The stato board want* at least 100 acres 
of ground, (50,000 pledged for permanent 
buildings, all or part of the enm to be 
restored by elate appropriation, paved 
streets and water to the grounds, and 
other minor requirements.

SPBTNOPIBLD, III., Sept. 20.—In re- 


sponse to a communication from tbe 
President of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture, asking his opinion upon the sub- 
ject, Attorney-Genera! Moloney has pre- 
pared an opinion, which he made public 
to-night, holding that the State Board of 
Agriculture has authority lo locate the 
State fair permanedtly at any city it may 
decide upon and to hold real estate for 
the purpose of holding snob fair. 
It is 
understood that the members of the 
State Board hold the same opinion and 
now that they have the backing of this 
official declaration from tbe Attomey- 
Qeneral it IB believed they will locate 
tha fair permanently at their annual 
meeting in January. 


DLOOMINUTON BAUD AT WORK. 


Bioomington is in earnest in the State 


Fair matter. The supervisors and city 
council have already appropriated $100,- 
000 and meetings are being held to 
boom the canse. Bloomington proposes 
to have tbe fair if possible and it is time 
there was an awakening here. 
Tbe 


Bloomington Pantograph gives the fol- 
lowing details of the straggle there: 


The executive committee that has the 


active work of securing the State Fair 
in hana held a meeting yesterday after- 
noon from 4 till 6 o'clock in the oflioo of 
Messrs. Jj. (J. Hay and H. O. Beeves. 
The condition of things was considered, 
and it was declared that the State Fair 
boom has reached a moat healthy and 
robust appearance, and each one of the 
members seemed more than ever elated 
of their work. Among other things die- 
onssed it was decided that in oraer that 
those who will be benefitted by the fair 
being permanently located in or near 
this city the citizens' executive commit- 
tee should classify the various trades, 
and designate a enm which the sub-com- 
mittee euall ssk for. It 19 very evident 
that some of the lines will be more largely 
beneutted than the others, and In ar- 
ranging to solicit funds the committee 
has undertaken to BO fix the scale as to 
cause no merchant or business man to 
pay more than his share, or on the other 
hand that no one will be permitted to 
pay lesa than his competitor. A mini- 
mum scale was set at $5, which u the 
lowest subscription that will be received 
under any consideration from any kind 
of business. 


No eubaoription for any sum will be 


taken from any person who feels unable 
or nnwdiing to subscribe for the amount 
apportioned to him by the committee. 
It was decided that the subscription will 
be collected aa needed in amounts of 20 
per o«nt. of the whole, and only such in- 
stallments will be collected as are abso- 
lutely required. The committee will 
publish tbe names of the subscribers and 
tbe amounts they pay, so that the sub- 
scriber may see who is aiding the project 
and who is not. The moneys.eo collected 
are to be expended only by authority of 
the citizens' executive committee, and a 
proper account of every dollar will be 
rendered in tbe press. Mr. J. M. Dooley, 
president of the Third National Bank, 
was elected treasurer of the committee, 
and will handle all funds. The members 
of these committees are requested to 
meet Uan. MoNnllB, chairman of the 
executive oamtmttea, any time daring 
the day to-morrow at tbe office of Ool, 
H. O. Beeves and L. O. Hay, in the Peo- 
ple's Bank Block. Gen. JUoNnlta will 
give the various committees their in- 
structions, subscription blanks, etc., at 
that time. Aa limt is short and it IB ab- 
solutely necessary that Bloomington and 
its forces should be np and moving these 
commiiteemen sbou'd call immediately.
